The masked figure with the 
gun quietly told the surprised 
Melson, “We want to talk with 
you.” They reached across 
the counter and grabbed the 
store owner by his shirt and 
told him to come out. 

Melson obligingly came 
from behind the counter, but 
suddenly he was overcome 
with: anger, an anger so in- 
tense that he blocked out the 
fear of his four armed adver- 
saries and he grabbed for the 
gun that had been pointed in 
his face.

The three-year study zeroed in on HEW's actions in 84 
northern and western schoo! districts in 33 states where the 
federal agency had conducted compliance reviews. Total 
enroliment in these districts is about 2.1 million pupils, of 
whom 650,000 or 30 per cent are Black and 182,000 or 8.5 per 
cent are Spanish America, the study said. 

In contrast, and according to Hi! records, during the 
1972-73 school year, more than 7 out of every 10 black 
children in the North were attending majority black schools, 
and the greatest number of children were in schools that 
were 80 per cent or more black. 

During the same period, only 5 out of every 10 black 
children in the 11 states of the old Contederacy attended 
majority black, schools, indicating that the South had become 
more integrated than the North.

‘although the investigations in many cases had 
been pending for several rs. 

The yah found also that HEW's Office of Civil Rights 
began 28 reviews in 1968. Only one was begun in 1973 and 
none since. Meanwhile, the agency's staff and budget have 
been increasing. ’ 

Citing difficulties it had in getting permission to examine 
the enforcement efforts of the Civil Rights Office, the group 
had to sue former HEW Secretary Elliott Richardson under 
the Freedom. of information Act to gain access to data. 

But of that amount only about 1.2 million pupils, only 
255,000 of whom are black and less than 100,000 of whom 
are Spanish may be or have been affected by the HEW civil 
rights enforcement action in the North and West, according 
to the study. 4 > 


Significantly, the 255,000 black pupils and the 99,000 
Spanish American pupils represent less than 9 per cent of all 
black pupils and less than 5 per cent of all Spanish pupils at- 
tending’ public school in the North and West. 

Thus, 20 years after the historic Supreme Court Brown 
case, and a decade since the passage of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act, there remains a record of inaction on the part of 
HEW to enforce laws in the North. 

Under Title VI of the Civil Rights Act, school districts 
with segregated schools were required to submit an accep- 
table plan for desegregation or face loss of federal funds 


The study found that Title Vi had proved to be an effec- 
tive means of school integration where it- had been 
vigorously employed -- especially in the South. In the decade 
from Brown to the passage of the Civil Rights Act, “almost 
no progress was made in integrating southern public 
schools.” In 1964, 98 percent of the black students in 1 
southern states were in all black schools. By 1972, the 
situation had changed “dramatically” -- dropping to less than 
9 per cent. 


In a hard hitting attack on HEW and its enforcement 
record in both thé South and the North, Taylor said: “There 
are many reasons for this sorry picture -— political pressures,

There are many influential downtown 
pon hse gee businessmen who 
seriously eve and quietly sa 
“blacks are destroying Goveinsna 
Based upon what one sees downtown, 
what is on television about downtown, 
and what one reads about downtown, 
such a view is not without some found- 
ation. In many cities across the country 
and especially in cities where black 
Populations are twenty per cent and 
more, | would agree thal some blacks 


and the parking problem are des’ 
downtown. oe 


The subject of bland downtowns can 
be a lengthy and controversial topic (a 
worthy doctoral dissertation), and | 
hope that my comments, here will 
Stimulate some student, a group, an 
miguTUtION or some organization to 
come forth with data, or to investigate 
and research this subject so as to con- 
cur with or to refute my thinking. 

As | organize my thoughts and com- 
mente.on this subject, | will start first 
with the question;Why is it that blacks 
may ibe destroying downtowns? The 
why” starts with suburban shopping 
ee and ends with lifestyle pre- 
judice. 


Many downtowns began to die about 
15 years ago. with the emergence and 
growth of the suburban shopping cen- 
ter industry, and at this time there was 
no black problem. Many downtown . 
businessmen will agree that suburban 
shopping centers and the parking prob- 
lem are the outstanding reasons for the 
decline and may be the fall of down- 
towns as we once knew them. So if this 
subject were a court case, it could be 
argued by black defense counsel that 
most downtowns were killed by shop- 
ping centers, but that blacks have been 
charged with the crime. 


Although the death blow to down- 
towns came several years ago, most 
downtowns refused to be broken and 
refused to die, just like some nations 
and many peoples. in lots of ways cities 
and downtowns are like people, They 
have personalities, they have hearts 
and arteries, and they must have 
nourishment —ours food “and water, 
theirs sales and services. As you would 
imagine, downtowns do well on large 
volunt sales and will become ill an d 
sick from, lack of these. From coast to 
coast and from city to city, many down- 
towns are dying because gross sales 
are off. And the reason sales are off in 
most instances is shopping center com-

How strange it is thal both the white 
and the black fighters lost. 


What was done to save the inner city 
and what was done to save downtown? 
in comparison with what surveys show 
was needed, almost nothing has been, 
or is being done in the inner city. On 
the other hand, there seem to be two 
plans of action for downtown. One 
plan, Plan A, is to arrest the decline 
and maintain the status quo by 
“welcoming” blacks. The other plan, 
Plan B, is to redevelop. and revitalize 
downtown to bring white middle- 
income tamilies back ~ to be done con- 
currently with Plan A. 


Plan A to save downtown is working. 
The development part of Plan_B is 
working, but the important part of Plan 
B is in jeopardy because of Plan A — 
more blacks than ever are downtown. 


The health and life of downtowns 
depend on receipts from sales and ser- 
vices needed by middle-income people. 
Since all merchants know that down- 
towns survive on middle-income 
people, both black and white, why 
would they concoct a plan that would 
threaten their survival? To say the least, 
soberminded businessmen would not 
devise or agree to a plan for their 
demise. Plan A was not masterminded 
by a group of racist (in fact, downtowns 
may have gotten a better deal if it had 
been) but by frightened businessmen 
who panicked after looking at profit 
and loss statements. These merchants 
did not know that their collective ac- 
tions of appealing to blacks with cheap 
goods could and would extend the 
black ghetto to downtown and 
showcase the subculture and lifestyle 
of low-income blacks. Those merchants 
did ‘not know or realize that middie- 
income blacks and middle-income 
whites would not accept or even 
tolerate low-income black lifestyles. 


On this subject, | would like to point 


out that today more. than- ever, the 


majority-.of middle-income Americans, 
black and white, are bigoted in favor of 
“establishment” lifestyles and have dif- 
ficulty tolerating the "free" lifestyles of 
their low-income brethern. We know 
from observations that few low-income 
whites shop downtown as compared 
with blacks, Thus the confrontation of 
lifestyles on “Main Street" results in 
lifestyle bigotry and lifestyle prejudice 
toward low-income blacks. 


Many middle-income blacks and. mid- 
die-income whites politely say the 
language, dress ‘and public manners 
and etiquette of low-income blacks are 
too much to accept. Whether low- 
income black lifestyle have something 
to offer the total black community or 
America is a question for another 
writer, A great majority of whites also 
say that they fear large numbers of low- 
income blacks, especiatty dast-+—*+19 
disciplined. youth and .the crime th 
fear associated with both.

Vigilante is natural law in 
action. When legal 
procedures fail to protect 
people, they have a natural 
law right to turn to whatever 


means they can to protect 
themselves, They suffer too 
much getting clawed by 
crime that seems unprevent- 
ble, although ‘the law en- 


forcers generally catch up 
with the criminal — but that 
helps very little a murdered 
man; a householder whose 
goods have! vanished; a 
woman's virtue despoiled; a 
confiscated pocketbook with 
all the livelihood means 
gone. 


One cannot subscribe to 
the vigilante method, for the 
members” are too emotional 
about matters, not rational — 
but men will turn to natural 
law somehow for self preser- 
vation.

“Court Overrules facially Biased™ 


Rejection Of Public Housing Sites 


A city's failure to approve 
sites for public housing 
in predominantly 
white areas was . found 
racially discriminatory and 
declared “void and unenfor- 
ceable"” by a federal court in 
Ohio, according to the Ne- 
tional Committee Against 
Discrimination -in Housin 
(NCDH) which _ represen 
minority plaintiffs in a class

This would not sound as 
strange as it does, were it not 
for the fact that Blacks have 
alraady broken the so-called 
Africa-reterence color barrier 
in some non-African coun- 
tries. In each case though, 
we have been limited to 
European or Mediterranean’ 
areas. Syndicated columnist 
Cart Rowan was appointed 
Ambassador to Finland under 
the late President Kennedy 
back in the early sixties. Un- 
der Lyndon Baines Johnson, 
Patricia Roberts Harris was 
the Ambassador to the regal 
kingdom of Luxembourg, 
while Hugh Smythe served as 
Ambassador to Malta. Jerome 
Holland made headlines 
when he was given the 
diplomatic plum of Sweden. 
All of these appointments 
were made because these 
people adequately filled the 
need, and not because of an 
outmoded idea that top 
Black U.S. diplomats would 
only. be accepted in the 
recently emerged Black 
African nations. 

Basil Paterson, the Vice 
Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee and the 
party's highest ranking black 
official, noted this strange 
paradox on a recent trip to 
Japan, Hong Kong, Thailand 
and Macao. The New York 
lawyer originally had no 
thought of visiting the Far 
East this year, until he 
received an invitation to be 
the lone American observer 
at the first Asian Conference 
of the International Peace 
Academy. They had put 
together a two-week seminar 
at the Foreign Relations 
Training Institute in Tokyo, 
composed of some of the 
foremost authorities on in- 
ternational peace-keeping, 
peace-making and peace-- 
building. However, it was 
only after the Democratic 
Vice Chairman was in Japan 
that he decided the trip 
would be a good opportunity 
to gain first-hand knowledge 
about the Far East and some 
of the conditions and 
problems he had only read 
about before. 

Through personal contacts, 
Paterson talked to govern- 
ment officials and. Diet 
(Parliament) members in 
Japan and Thailand, He met 
with Black members’ and 
military organizations, Black 
Japanese war-babies — (who 
now are adults), transplanted 
Black American citizens who 
for one reason or another

When | went back to him for 
a flu shot, he said Medicare 
wouldn't pay for it, How come 
Medicare pays for one and 
not the other? 

A. Medical insurance will 
help pay for drugs if they 
cannot be self-administered 
and their use is directly 
related to treatment for an 
iliness or injury. Shots to 
prevent illness, such as flu 
shots, are not covered. Also, 
drugs you buy yourself, with 
or without a doctor's 
prescription, are not covered.

Because the catalytic converter will be a 
part ofthe 1975-model GM car you buy, we would 


like to tell you here as much as we can in non- 
technical terminology about the catalytic con- 
verte: and how it works. 
What 
is a catalyst? 


A Catalyst is.a substance, in this case a_,, 


metal, that speeds up -a° chemical ‘reaction. but 


rerpains unchaneed itself by the process. For 
example: some chemical reactions only happen 
quickly at very high temperatures. A catalyst 
can rake them happen at lower temperatures. 
Why do cars need 
catalytic converters? 


Automotive exhaust is composed mainly 


of nontoxic or harmless gases, those that we find— 


in “pure” air. The parts of the exhaust that are 
called pollutants occur in very small quantities. 
They are usually measured in “parts per inillion”’ 

The two pollutants that are changed by 
the catalytic converter are hydrocarbons and 
carbon monoxide. They are changed into harm- 
less carbon dioxide and water vapor. 

Automotive pollutants already are declin- 
ing in the atmosphere because of the control 
systems we've been putting on cars for the past 
ten years. In most parts of the country, present 


controls are good enough to remove the automo- 


bile from the local air pollution problem. But 
some-areas need more stringent auto emission 


controls-—and that’s «where the catalytic con- 


verter comes in. 
Why is GM using platinum 
and similar metals in its converter? 
There are two basic demands made upon 


acatalyst: it must be efficient and it must be dur- 


able. GM scientists have determined that small 


_ quantities of platinum and palladium coated on 
pellets of aluminum oxide meet these require- 


ments = 


Nearly a thousand other metals and com- 
binations of metals were tested by GM scientists. 


Some needed very high temperatures in order to 


be efficient. Others were quickly rendered inop- 


evable by the heat of the exhaust or some of the 
components of automotive exhaust. Platinum 
and palladium best met the specifications. ~ 
The next step then had to be to find a way 
to use these noble metals in the smallest possible 
quantities. GM scientists helped develop a bead

with a very rough surface. Because of the tiny 
hills and valleys on the surface of this bead 
(shown actual size), the real surface area of a 
single bead is ovet 25 sq. feet. The catalytic 
material is then spread on the 

great surface of the bead as oe » 
sparsely as possible. 2 

Togive youan idea of 


4 how sparsely the catalyst is 


deposited on the beads, » 
there are thousands of 

beads ina converter (actually 150,000 beads per 
GM converter) andall of them can be treated with 
less than a tenth of a troy ounce of platinum and 
palladium. 


How will the converter 
affect gas mileage? 


In recent model years, we have had to com: 
promise engine efficiency to “tune” the engine 
for low emissions. Since the catalytic converter 
treats the exhaust after it leaves the engine, we 
have been able to retune the engine for maxi- 
mum efficiency and let the-converter- control 
emissions. Estimates based on preliminary tests 
indicate that 1975-model GM cars with catalytic 
converters will be more economical to operate 
than the current models. 

" Prototype 1975 cars tested on a simulated 
city/suburban driving schedule have averaged 


. about 5% more miles per gallon over their 1974 


counterparts. In addition, where comparative 
data are available, the results of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency urban test generally, 
confirm this improvement in gasoline economy. 


How will the converter 
_-ommalitest o-formance? 


The engine retuning allowed by the con- 
verter will also result in a noticeable improve- 
ment in the performance qualities of GM cars. 
The responsiveness to driver demands of our 
1975 cars will be excellent. 

The converter itself has very little effect 
on performance. Engine and drive, train refine- 
ments, designs that are more aerodytiamicaily ° 


_efficient,.even tires will play a role in the con- 
tinuing improvement of the performance quali-~~ 


ties of GM cars. And GM designers and engi- 
neers are working on ways to make cars lighter 
in weight without sacrificing safety features or 
passenger comfort. 


How long will a catalyst last? 


If unleaded gasoline is used exclysively 
and normal engine maintenance is perfosthed at 
recorimended intervals, there is.no reason why 
the catalytic converter should not last the life 
of the car. Lead in gasoline“ poisons” the catalyst 
and therefore, our 1975-model cars have specid? 
fuel tank filler necks that allow only the.smaller 
unleaded fuel pump nozzles to be used. However, 
in case of emergency, a motorist can use a few 
gallons of leaded fuel without significant or 
permanent effect on the converter, and of course, 
with no effect on engine operation. 

Inall, over 25 million miles of development 
testing have been completed, both at the GM 
Proving-Grounds and in-field experience. 
Under normal circumstances, no maintenance 
or replacement of the catalytic converter is 
recommended. 


Will unleaded gas 
be available everywhere? 


Federal law required all large gasoline 
stations to offer unleaded gas: by July 1, 1974. 
It has been estimated that 60% of all-U.S, gas 
stations will offer unteaded.gas by the,time cars: 
equipped with catalytic converters are on the 
road. As the public becomes aware that the use 
of unleaded gas lowers maintenance costs by

greatly increasing the life of spark plugs, engine 
oiland exhaust’system components, the demand 
for unleaded gas should cause it to become avail- 
able at most other U.S. gas stations. 
Will the converter remove 100% 
of all pollutants from 
automotive exhaust? 

To scientists absolute or 100% effective- 
ness is strictly theoretical. For example, if you 
scaled down the earth tothe size of a ball bearing, 
it would be an extremely smooth ball bearing. 
But one look at the Rocky Mountains or the Him- 
alayas:tells us that the earth is not extremely 


. smooth. 


The same kinds of questions occur in auto- 
motive engineering. There are laws of probabil- 
ity and physical limits to contend with. Machines 
can’t ever be perfect. And the closer we come to 
perfection, the more expensive the process 
becomes. ~ 

The goal of anti-pollution systems is not 
perfection. It is to remove so much of the pollu- 
tants from automotive exhaust that the effect of

carbon monoxide. They are generally made of a 
chain of carbon-atoms, each of which is attached 
to several hydrogen atoms. As the hydrocarbons 

pass throughtheconverter, they meet the oxygen 

onthe surface of the catalyst and begin to change. 
The oxygen pulls the carbon chains apart, form- 
ing carbon dioxide from the carbon atoms and 

good old-fashioned H,O (water) from the hydro- 
gen atoms. :

The process by which certain hydrocar- 


atmosphere will be insignificant. We believe GM 
cars equipped with catalytic converters will 
achieve that goal. 


What are hydrocarbons 
and carbon monoxide? 
Hydrocarbons are the basis of all fossil 
fuel. An ideal engine would burn all of the 
hydrocarbons in gasoline. But there are no ideal 
engines. A very small part of the hydrocarbons 
in gasoline comes out of the engine unburned. 
The purpose of the catalytic converter is to 
oxidize (burn without combustion) these hydro- 
carbons: 

--Carbon- monoxide. is a byproduct of the 
combustion of all carbon-based materials. Cig- 
arette smoke, for example, has a high carbon 
monoxide content. As with hydrocarbons, the 
catalytic converter oxidizes the carbon monoxide 
in engine exhaust. 5 

What happens to carbon monoxide 
inside the converter? 


“pons change into carbon dioxide and water isso ~ 


complex that physical chemists still do \ com- 
pletely understand the exact order of the proc- 
ess. They can, however, measure what goes into 
the converter and what comes out, so they know 
it happens. 


Frankly, we don’t think there are any ulti- 
mate answers to anything in science. Research 
at General Motors goes on; no matter how good 
a solution may be, there may be a better one 
somewhere down the road. 

We're working with turbine engines, diesel 
engines, stratified charge engines, to name just 
afew of the projects now going on at the General 
Motors Technical Center. 

There are mass-production problems with 
some kinds of engines. Vehicles powered by 
electricity stored in on-board batteries still re- 
quire, improvement. Other kinds of engines are 
low in one pollutant and high in another. 


For the immediate future we believe the 


catalytic converter,is the best answer to the prob- 
lem of changing the very small amounts of hydro- 
carbon and carbon monoxide pollutants in auto- 

It is the practical answer. But the engi- 
neers and. scientists at General Motors are 
looking for better answers all the time; that's 
their job: - in
